Washington, July 20.—Great Brit- 


ain's reply to the American note of 
March 30, protesting against enforce- 
ment of the order-in-conncil which re- 
stricts neutral 
commerce, was 
re- 


ceived here today, it holds that the

although they may involve a new ap- 
plication of principles and argues that 
it is proper to await a judicial inter- 
pretation. 


The new note, in the most courteous 
language, holds 
that Great Britain's 
action is justified by the decisions of

States over what is termed the new 
application of principles, are ne'd io 
be proper for submission to judicial 
settlement.

If the Mexican factions battle there 
Funston's artillery is expected to shell 
them out to a safe distance from the 
border.

Twelve Months of Fighting Has De- 


veloped Individual Strength of 


Contending Nations—Ger- 


many Satisfied. 


Paris, July 26.—"The great world- 
war is one year old this "week. What 
•hasFrance accomplished? 
I put this question to M. Jean Crup- 


pi, ex-minister of foreign affairs, mem- 
ber of the chamber of deputies and 
of the foreign relations commission, 
a man physically 
not very 
unlike 
Theodore Roosevelt He replied: 


"France 'accomplished the defeat of 
the IGtsnnans in the 
Battle ot 
the 
Marne, she stopped the German drive 
for Calais and the sea; 
she has kept 
Germany nailed to the spot for ten 
months, steadily1'reducing- her by at- 
trition; ehe has done many other big 
things but the greatest of all was the 
dropping of internal differences, her 
uniiication 
of all classes 
with one, 
great, fixed purpose in view: Victory." 
"Yes," hec ontinued earnestly, "our 
word 'union' means 
something more 
than the harmony of our people; there 
is something of tho 'sacred in it. This 
sacred union will list. France is as 
one man with one idea: final success, 
cost what it may! The war, no doubt, 
will be Jong, but the courage and pa- 
tience of our people will be equal lo 
the task of seeing it through. 


France's Work. 


Tn short perhaps the greatest ac- 
compllshmeirt to France's 
credit in 
the last twelve months is that she 
has found herself. 
To 
appreciate 
fully M. 
Cruppi's 
words one has but to glance back .at 
the France of the years just preced- 
ing the war; France, the antithesis of 
Germany where 
collectively is the 
national passion; France, the nation 
of individual workers and 
thinkers 
where no two people could be expect- 
ed to agree on any subject. 
, 
In the chamber of deputies 
there 
are a score or more parties instead 
of two or three as is the case in the 
United States. The Dreyfus 
affair 
split the 
nation 
into two hostile 
camps and each 
camp' into 
others 
with varying opinions. The Caillaux 
case to some extent 
did the 
same 


thing. 
All manner, of pessimistic talk -was 
heard on cafe terraces and even in 
drawing 
rooms. A sad fate was in 
store for the land. 
Surely a revolu- 
tion -was coming. 
Another 
restora- 
tion was on the way, some said, while 
others declared a second Commune 
could not be averted. 
Treas_on, 
it 
seemed, was on all sides and in high 
places; among political .leaders, so 
it was intimated, one was as toad., as 
another, or worse if this were possi- 
ble, -which it was not. 
The 
theatre 
gave the impression that even French 
home life was rotten. 


Below the Surface. 
The things'one' 'saw and heard In 


Paris gave one a rather gloomy--feel- 
ing—that is .if he lielieved all lie saw 
and heard. One got the- idea that-pa- 
triotism was a lost emotion'in'France. 
Some said the revolutionaries had the 
upper liantt' a'mbn'g the1 socialists' and 
that 
the 
socialists 
were 
running 
tilings. Labor, they said, was ruling 
capital, and labor and socialists, by 
their general 
strike 
doctrine, iiad i 
Iheir hands at the throat of the 
na-i 
tion. 
The Gustave Heives were the 
real masters of the land, and Gustavo I 
HcrvR, you remember, editor of the] 
Social War, spent a time in 
prison: 
because he advocated a general strike, j 
or rebellion, among the soldiers in I 
tho event France 
should go to warl 
with another nation.

In short the world, too busy to go' 
aelow the surface of things, . consid- 
ered 
France 
too highly educated. 
The individual 
had too much sense 
too much imagination. He-could talk 
hut he could not light. Should a for- 
eign power jump on France,'French- 
men would argue among themselves 
what ought to be clone, each man ad- 
vocating something different, 
while 
French troops would rebel and may 
be shoot down their officers.

London, July 26.—Fighting for War- 
saw has shifted from south Poland, 
where the most desperate efforts of 
Field Marshal Von JIackensen have 
been unable to win any appreciable

It also is still ap- 
parent, London military observers say, 
that the Ostrolenka fortress 
from

the Russians, although 'the attack o'f 
the-Germans from Pultusk northward 
has brought them to a point south of 
Ostrolenka. 
To the southward the Germans are 
attacking the defense line near Pias- 
ec.zno, which is twelve miles 
from 
Warsaw. 
That the situation in the 
capital is becoming more precarious

The Western Electric com- 
pany today began the preparation of 
a list of its missing employes and 
when this task is.completed it will be 
possible to make an accurate estimate 
of the number of lives lost on the 
Eastla.nd.

more proof that the Germans really 
are the world's super-men. German 
Kultur is now firmly believed to havo 
corumered all opposition and to bave 
established its pre-eminence among 
adverse conditions such as never be- 
fore have had to be encountered by 
the aspirations of any nation in all 
history.

government. 
Democracy and absolu- 
tion have been in combination against 
the German system

FIRST ARMY MEDAL 


It Was Isiued After Cromwell Defeated 


the Scot* In 1650. 


The first medal issued aa a reward 


for military service was struck by or- 
der of parliament to celebrate a vic- 
tory of English troops over the Scotch. 


When the news reached London that 


Cromwell had defeated the Scots at 
Dumber on Sept. 3, 1650, the house of 
commons instructed Thomas Simon, 
chief engraver to the mint, to proceed 
to Edinburgh and design a medal In 
honor of the event, of which a leading 
feature should be a portrait of the vic- 
torious general. 


The result -was a lifelike 'portrait of 


Cromwell in profile, and over his head 
is engraved the battle cry of his iron- 
sides, "The lord of hosts." On the re- 
verse there is a wonderful representa- 
tion, in miniature of the house of com- 
mons in session. This medal was given 
to all officers and privates alike who 
fought In Scotland, but this democratic 
practice was discontinued till revived 
In 1813 at the suggestion of the Duke 
of Wellington for the troops under his 
command at Waterloo.—London Tele- 
graph. 


Antiquity of Fishing. 


Probably no branch of industry can 


lay claim to greater antiquity than that 
of fishing. Its origin would seem to be 
coeval with the earliest efforts of hn- 
man ingenuity, for the oldest monu- 
ments of antiquity show the fisherman 
in full possession of the implements of 
his calling, and even those tribes of 
savages which have learned neither to 
keep flocks nor to till the fields are 
skilied in the fabrication o" the hook, 
the fish spear and the net.
